The New Brockton Town 
Council held its regular monthly 
meeting Monday evening, May 
5, and the group listened as one 
citizen reported a continuing 
problem with vulgar noise in his 
neighborhood. 

Former town councilman 
Ricky Strickland addressed the 
members and said there is a con- 
tinuing problem with vulgar 
talking between the residents of 
a house and mobile home in his 


neighborhood.

After allowing 
council 
bers to hear a taped example of 
the ongoing problem, Strickland 
said he personally has called the 
law several times to come out 
and put an end to the situation. 
He said, at times, the noise is so 
loud-that he can hear the yelling 
insidé His home With The Giors 
and windows shut and the tele- 
vision on. 

He also said one of the resi- 
dences has a fire burning every 
night without first acquiring a 
burn permit which is now 
required in New Brockton. 

“This is an every night occur- 
rence, and it goes into the wee 
hours’ of the night,” Strickland 
said. 

New Brockton Police Lt. Bill 
King was present al the meeting 
and said the disturbance usually 
breaks up before the officers can 
get there, therefore, he said they 
are only able to tell the residents 
to quiet down. 

“If we (officers) don't hear 
anything, we can’t prove they 
are doing it,” he said.

was

appears to be the problem. 

County maintenance supervi- 
sor Phil Rugg assured commis- 
sioners the fire sprinkler system, 
which is heat activated, is work- 
ing and the sprinklers will auto- 
matically kick in if the tempera- 
ture inside the jail reaches a cer- 
tain degree; however, he said 
the alert system which buzzes to 
notify occupants of the fire is 
not working. Also, the computer 
monitor will no longer show an 
indicator of where exactly the 
fire is located in the building. 

County administrator Wilson 
Mobley said the company which 
installed the alarm system when 
the jail was built in 1991 has 
since gone out of business, and 
no other company has been 
located yet that can hook the 
system back up. 

Commissioner Thompson 
said he definitely thinks the sit- 
uation should be a major priori- 
ty and asked that someone be 
contacted this week to come and 
look at what it will take to get 


the alert system working again. 

Commissioner Robert 
Stephens then made a motion 
with a second from Lewis to 
have Mobley contact Fire Alarm 
Systems to come and look to see 
if the current system can be 
fixed by adding the alarm. or 
give the county a price on a new 
system to be discussed at the 
next meeting. 

This motion passed by a 
unanimous vote; however, later 
in the meeting, Dalrymple made 
a motion with a second from 
Lewis to first have an electrician 
look at getting power to the 
buzzer of the current system. 
This motion passed by a S-I-] 
vole, Commissioner Brooks cast 
the opposing vote with commis- 
sioner Stephens abstaining from 
the vote. Stephens cited his rea-

Reducing wildlife damage |} 
on farm and in garden 


With spring turkey season over, many outdoor enthusiasts are turning 
to gardening for an outdoor activity. Home grown vegetables are deli- 
cious to man and wildlife- and that’s whem a problem arises. Man has 
been battling crop depredation and livestock losses from wild animals 
since the first settlers arrive. The large animals that our forefathers had to 
contend with like bears, mountain lions and wolves didn’t survive in our 
area, but a few others have adapted well. Dr. James Armstrong, a wildlife 
scientist with the Alabama Cooperative Extension System says deer are 
responsible for the most crop depredation statewide, 

With a population of 1.4 million deer or about 28 deer per square mile, 
they damage fields and gardens of soybeans, strawbemies, peas, com and 
other crops. Some farmers in west Alabama have been forced to stop plant- 
ing soybeans in certain fields because the deer literally eat the crop up 
before the beans can mature, Hunting clubs that plant summer food plots 
often experience the same problem when deer devour the food plot early 
on leaving little browse for the remainder of the summer. Farmers and gar- 
deners have tried commercial deer repellent, human hair, mothballs, gas 
cannons, soap and electric fences to keep deer out with vaned success. 

“Electric fencing is probably the most cost effective deer repellent.” 
said Dr. Armstrong. “Erect an electric fence before planting, using a sin- 
gle wire 30 inches from the ground. Attach strips of aluminum foil coat- 
ed with a mixture of peanut butter and peanut oil every three feet. When 
the deer gets a shock on the tongue, it will usually avoid the fence.” 
Although the electric fence and peanut butter and oil combination has 
proven the most effective, Armstrong says there has been limited success 
using soap. He recommends hanging bars of soap from branches 3 feet 
from the ground. 

Wild hogs are becoming more of a problem each year. There have 
even been reports of damage to suburban yards and golf courses from 
these four-legged bulldozers. Hog experts say it is almost impossible to 
eradicate a wild hog heard. Heavy hunting pressure and trapping using 
box and corral traps can reduce the population. 

Coyotes are usually thought of as livestock killers, but they have a real 
appetite for sweet com, watermelons, cantaloupes and strawbemes also. 
Dr. Armstrong says the electric fence is also the best defense against this 
cunning predator. “Use a high tensile electric wire beginning 6 inches 
from the ground and spaced every 6 inches apart to a height of 5 feet to 
keep coyotes out,” said Armstrong. 

Deer, coyotes, and wild hogs can be.a pest, but with some planning and 
electric fence wire, they can be controlled, We could have it much worse- 
just imagine how great, great granddaddy felt when he strolled into his 
vegetable garden only to find a giant grizzly bear chomping down on his 
sweet com. Kind of puts things into perspective, doesn’t it?

Utility board considering automatic 
meter reading equipment for all 
Elba water and electric meters

Recently the Elba Water and 
Electric Board heard a presenta- 
tion on using radio controlled 
water and electric meters to save 
labor and furnish more accurate 
meter readings. 

yowbobert, Peterson, of Empire 
Pipe & Supply, presented finan- 
cial*numbers which-showed a 
water meter 10 year payback on 
the cost of purchasing and 
installing the new water and 
electric meters. The Electric 
meters now in use could still be 
used. They would only need an 
radio. control device added 
inside the meter. Savings on the 
attachment for the electric 
meters would register a payback 
lime of only four years and nine 
months. Savings on labor along 
with this system would be 
$343,000 during this time peri- 
od. 

The new meters are designed 
to allow the meter reader to ride 
down the street, read the meters 
through a lap top computer via 
radio transmissions. The new 
equipment would include an 
automatic “leak alert” that 
would notify the meter reader, 
who could then notify the home- 
owner of the problem. 

Peterson reported to the board 
members that his company ran- 
domly tested 25 Elba water 
meters and found that most were 
under registering walter usage,

water was being used, 

Utility board members asked 
Superintendent James Grimes to 
research this technology and get 
information on other Companies 
which offer similar equipment. 

No action was taken to 
replace meter reader Greg 
Hanchey, who resigned to 
accept a position away from 
Elba. Board members indicated 
they wanted to settle the matter 
of the new meters before decid- 
ing if a replacement for 


Hanchey was needed, If the new 
system is adopted, no replace- 
ment is expected to be hired,
